itants, then the smaller cities of Wisconsin 
would be an honor to the letate. Governor 
Smi’h in his veto mea age to the Ahnapee 
bill, recommends a general law upon the 
subject of conferring the title of city on 
certain places. He wisely th.Dks there 
should be some specification as to the Hum* 
ber of inhabitants a village should have 
before being organized int) a city. The 
Senate seemed to be in perfect harmony 
with the Governor on this point, as every 
Senator voted to sustain the veto. 


WASHINGTON CLERKSHIPS. 
We have frequently mentioned the fad; 
that Washington is over run by young 
men and young women who seek clerk 
ships in the governmental departments,anc 
we have likewise printed many distressing 
Accounts of the sufferings, heart-aches, dis­ 
appointments and tragic deaths, among 
that class whose highest ambition is to do 
six hours of light work fur the Govern­ 
ment each day in the week. To~d*y there 
arc hundreds who are walking the streets 
of 
Washington 
almost 
friendless, 
disheartened, 
oppressed 
by 
dis­ 
appointment, 
without 
n m e y 
or in­ 
fluence, who are waiting with well-nigh 
exhausted patience for an appointment 
lo these times when public economy is at­ 
tracting considerable attention, when Con­ 
gress is cutting down salaries, when the 
clerical force 19 beiug reduced in all de­ 
partments, when times are hard and work 
is not plenty, there are hundreds who fail* 
as a matter oi course, to reach the goal of 
their ambition—which is the least created 
ambition of all—a Washington clerkship. 
The 
result of these blasted hopes, the 
effect of the sting of disappointment, are 
sadly significant. 
Within the past year 
there have been several suicides brought 
about by shattered hopes, by broken down 
spirits, by a detent ol expectation, and by 
the loss of friends among the unfortunate, 
who place their aflection on a clerkship at 
Washington. Another occurred on Thurs­ 
day evening. A man by the name of 
Dr. B. 6. Tehorc, employed lo the Interior 
Department, was discharged with a few 
others, because there was not work for him 
to do. Tehjru was bowed down by dis­ 
appointment, and preferring death to lite, 
he returned to his boarding house and end­ 
ed his existence by sending a bali to his 
brain. 
He had been in the Department 
several years, took no thought of to-mor­ 
row, lived fast, conducted himself on the 
seeming supposition that a government 
clerkship would last always, and at his 
discharge 
he 
found 
himself destitute 
of friends, the owner of co money, and 
deeply involved. 
There is no existence more uncertain 
and tempestuous than that of a clerk's at 
Washington. Their positions are easy — 
work light, hours short, aud pav excellent 
for the amount and quality of the service 
rendered. They dress well, are enchanted 
by the brilliancy ol Washington society, 
and become strongly attached to their po­ 
sitions. The dread of being removed, we 
have been told by many of them, is actual ­ 
ly appalling. 
In this state of unrest, la 
this cond.Hon of fear of being decapitated, 
they live month after month, and even year 
after year, until ai last their time comes, 
and they quit Washington poor in pocket 
and intensely miserable in mind. 
There 
are very few clerks who a ive any money 
during these days of light work and good 
pay. They pay a large tribute to fashion, 
and to keep up appearances very many of 
them—young women as well as young 
men—become bankrupt in character as 
well as in purse. It is infinitely better to 
earn an honest living by honorable toil, 
with a contented mind aod the blessing of 
Independence, than to drag out the miser. 
able existence of a Washington clerk.

An exchange says that “Jan­ 
uary and February were wild, March cold, 
April was warm but ended in snow

in June. Almost everything green, in­ 
cluding fruit, wa9 destroyed. Snow fell 
from the depth of three to ten inches. 
In 
July and August, Ice fell from the.tiuck- 
nessof a window glass to a hail an inch. 
Very little corn ripened in the New Hog 
land and middle stales, and the year was 
familiarly known for a long time as ‘eigh­ 
teen hundred and starve lo death.’ Farm ­ 
ers were obliged to pay four to five dol­ 
lars a bushel for corn of the year I bl o for 
planting in the spring of 1817.”

Meaning of the Term Porte. 
The term “ Porte,*' which is used tc de­ 
note the administrative government of the 
Ottoman Empire, and includes the 8 altun, 
the Grand Vizier, aud the great Council ut 
State, had its origin in this w ay: In the 
famous ids'Rut Oi established by the famous 
warrior Sultan, Mohomed II., the Turkish 
body politic was described by the meta­ 
phor of a stately tent, whose domes rested 
upon four pillars. 
“The Viziers formed 
the first pillar, the Judges the second, the 
Treasurers the third, and the Secretaries 
the fourth.” The chief seat of government 
was figuratively named the “ Lofty Gate of 
the Royal Tent,” in allusion to the prac­ 
tice of earlier times, when the Ottoman 
rulers sat at the tent door to administer 
justice. The Italian translation of this 
name was “Le Porte 
Sublima ” 
This 
phrase was modified in English to the 
“Sublime Porte,” and finally the adjective 
has beeu dropped, leaving it simply “ The 
Porte.”

Wholesale Buyin, 
The fact has long ' 


for Farmers. 
Veto Doted that the 
poor always buy in a dear market, because 
they buy at retail, and too often on credit 
at that. This is one of the ^evitable, as 
it is one of the worst results of their pov 
erty. Farm ere, as a rule, are not poor. 
The money invested ia the farm tools and 
stock they own is usually a lair com pt- 
tenc *, and yet from negligence, or poor 
business management, thousands of them 
buy groceries and other necessaries for 
their family in the same way and at as 
dear a rate as those who live from hand to 
mouth. 
Tuts ought not to be. G.xxi bus­ 
iness management is as necessary to suc­ 
cess in a tanner as industry and judge­ 
ment in strictly lurming operations. To ere 
is always some season of the year whtn the 
main crops are sold, and the farmer is able, 
lf ever be is, to buy In quantity, and at 
wholesale prices 
lie should take advan­ 
tage of tins time, and secure groceries 
enough to last through the year. On most 
articles ne will save twelve to twenty per 
cent, by so doing, and sometimes even 
more. Even on sugar, a reduction of \> to 
fie , per pound is made by the barrel. The 
advantage of having a supply is enhanced 
by the inevitable rise in price, as the fruit 
season commences rn June or July. 
It 
effects also a vt ry material saving of time 
in having a supply of family groceries, 
rather than biring compelled to harness 
the horse and drive lo the country or city 
alure every few days. 
For a great many fondles, miming up a 
store bill during the summer seems to bd a 
necessity. Most farmers have a little to 
sell from spring until after threshing in the 
fall. The only way for most of them to 
keep out of debt next summer is to buy at 
wholesale a stock of the most uecessiry 
articles, selecting by preference those in 
which largest discounts are made to whole­ 
sale buyers, and those least liable to Injure. 
Then, lf good care is taken of poultry and 
eggs, aud perhaps some butler, there need 
be no fears that the minor articles will be 
fouud lacking. la the one item of sugar 
alone, the large quantities used during the 
fruit season make a serious addition to the 
store bill. Tile principal business advan­ 
tage of the grange is the facility it affords 
for wholesale purchase, not only of farm 
machinery, but of everything which the 
farmer needs. 
The excellent inculcation 
to avoid debts is with the grange s n e ­ 
ttling more than empty words fir it helps 
to show a w»y whereby debt may be avoid­ 
ed. 
Fay us you fio is the most wholesome 
of business maxims. 
It is the necessary 
preliminary lo wholesale buying, for only 
he who pays cash eau buy lo best advan­ 
tage, and the credit buyer, if he could, will 
rarely see the importance of making large 
orders. 


How Shall I Keep My Hogs in Flesh? 
In answer to the above question the ed­ 
itor cl the Western Rural says. 
Rye makes excellent pasture or early 
feed for hogs, but its growth is so rapid 
that it soon gets tough and beyond that 
(or these animals, but to allow them access 
to the tame grasps later in the season, will 
carry them nicely until corn is ripe enough 
to feed. 
A pirn urn containing a mixture 
of grasses makes the best pasture. 
While 
clover has the preference timothy and blue 
grass should have a place. 
When one va­ 
riety is at its bet!, the other may be out of 
season, 
lf hogs are supplied well in this 
respect and have acce?s to what salt, pure 
water and shade they need, they can be 
put in no better condition for receiving the 
more expensive food with profit and satis­ 
faction to the owner. 
One kin ! of grass or plant contains 
propertie s iu different proportions from’an­ 
other, so with the grams. 
licrtin mani­ 
fests itself tho necessity of a variety of 
foods, that the wauls of this animal nature 
m aybe applied in the development and 
growth of our domestic auuuals. (lur cor­ 
respondent with niftily of our stock breed' 
trs look loo much lo the fat forming qual­ 
ities of our coni ‘tic animals, rather than 
to the vital and constitutional characteris­ 
tics which insure a normal and healthy de­ 
velopment ol young animal". While your 
hogs are losing flesh they arc not neces­ 
sarily losing in weight, and should be in­ 
creasing in muscular vigor, aud assuming a 
condition in »r< profitable than one which 
may seem at ihe time more satisfactory- 
When you encourage muscular growth 
you tMilarge the machine which is to con­ 
vert the raw malt rial into pork, and in­ 
crease powers of ussimulatiou. Swine fell 
upon food so largely carbonaceous as corn, 
contracts the digestive organs and produces 
coativenets,and farmers generally under 
stand that hogs can be fed upon corn aloae 
but few months at a time with profit. 
In some quarters the chufa is well spoken 
of as I od for hogs We are not aware tLat 
It has bein tried i xcept to a very limited 
exu ut to the Is rib west, and would ad­ 
vise planting it except in a small way a3 aa 
experiment.

but in planting ground there will be tom e- j 
thlDg to show for the I .ss; while in the ! 
fallow there will be nothing. The cropped 
field will ai*o leave its roots in the a til and j 
will give another compensation by the 1 
mulch and shade which it affords. 
It is said by special advocates of the 
Commercial fertilizers that they contain no 
weed seeds. This is an important tact; but 
not one-half so important as the other fact 
that their judicious use enables farmers to I 
properly cultivate and fertilize more laud 
than they otherwise could.

farmer in this town, to a neighbor who 
asked what he would do with a foul field.

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GENERAL NOTES 
The English sparrow baa been unqual­ 
ifiedly condemned as a bad bird by the 
.Nuttall Ornithological Society of Cam­ 
bridge, Mobs. 
A gentleman In Caswell Co., X. C., re­ 
ceived last year fGJOlor one acre of tobac­ 
co cultivated by bima*]! withuui hired 
asg is lance. 
John Ctz, of Carroll Co., Md., is credit­ 
ed with raising ninety-nine basileis ot 
sweet potatoes within the space slightly 
exceeding a quarter acre. 
It is reported that the tobacco crop in 
New Hampshire averages 15,000 pounds to 
the acre, beice exceeded only by Massa­ 
chusetts, which rales at 1.G10 pounds. 
Not less than from one third to lour- 
fiflhs ot tne entire q laniity o! carbon con­ 
tained in the crops we reap, from land of 
average fertility, is really obtained I rom 
the air. 
More than five million can9 of corn are 
now packed in Maine annually aud sold in 
everym an ot the world, yielding* business 
to the State of about $ 1,150,000, and eiv- 
lng a profitable employment to from eight 
to ten thousand people during the packing 
season. 
The Massachusetts board of agriculture 
complains that the rural horse-trot at coun­ 
ty fairs lowers the tone of the exhibition, 
and fills New England with a class of horses 
thai are of little practical benefit. 
The 
cattle sh 'W managers however, say that 
trotting is the ocly'paying feature. 
James Ii. Booker, a Georgia farmer, is 
mentioned by the papers of that State as 
having raised, last year, the largest crops 
produced by any one man since the war. 
Lie raised sixty bales of cotton, 1,200 bush­ 
els of corn, 500 of potatoes, 1,000 each of 
oats and wheat, and besides fattened twen­ 
ty-five hogs. 
Gen. Le Doc says that bis idcaol prumo - 
ing the cultivation of native tea has been 
so well received that he receives at least 
six hundred letters aday making inquiries 
in regard to it, and asking tor lea plants 
The commissioner already has one hundred 
thousand tea plants started, and the demand 
for them will, he thinks, far exceed the 
supply. 
Bess and beans.corre.'ponding more with 
the elements of fat than the various grains, 
are better adapted to the production of 
wool than either wheat, corn, rye, barley, 
oats or buckwheat. These latter, together 
with the rula-baga turnip, being peculiarly 
adapted to the production of tat, should br 
used mostly for the feed of speep when 
undergoing the process of fattening. 
It is computed that in the year 1875 
there were 10.000,00 cows kept for dairy 
purposes in this country, which, at |45 per 
head, were worth $45J.000,000. 
The hnd 
needed for their support represents fl*00 - 
000,000 more, aud the capital invested in 
teams, dairy implements, etc., #100,(HH),000, 
making a grand total of #1450,000,000 IL 
vested m this single industry. 
To dra'n a depression in a field where a 
clayey or hard pan subsoil prevents the 
sinking cl rain water and the laying of the 
land is unfavorable for ordinary m >tb<»ds 
of drainage, first dig a hole as it for a well, 
through the impervious stratum at the b it 
tom hollow, fill It up to the brim with rc- 
luse stones, remove the excavated earth so 
as to allow the surface waler free access to 
the pit, and standing water will never in­ 
jure the grass or grain crop in that part of 
the field. 
^ 
The poultry house should be inado water­ 
tight and wind proof. The tree, which has 
served as a roosting place during the sum­ 
mer months, ahuula be vacated and remain 
tenantless till cold weather is over. Be­ 
cause fowls haye a thick covering of feath­ 
ers it does not follow that they do not teel 
the cold. Notice them some frosty morn­ 
ing how they love the sunshine aud cluster 
in the suuny corners out of the wind. 
This should teach a lesson, and we should 
not let a day pass until cur feathered pets 
are made comfortable. 
The great secrets of making good butter 
are cleanliness and attention. Let cleanli­ 
ness be applied first lo the cow barn , see 
that ii is kept clean, so that no foul odors 
shall be absorbed by the new milk ; thai 
the animals be kept healthy, so as to yield 
pure, wholesome milk ; see to the udder, 
that no scabs or filth be rubbed oft into 
tne pail while milking ; to the hands, that 
they shall not defile the milk ; to the 
*pnng house or milk room, thai the cream 
may be kept pure ; to the milk pail, paos, 
skimmer, cream pot and churn, so that no 
cheeney, taint or foul odors be communicat 
ed to the cream ,aud finally, apply scrupu­ 
lous cleanliness to the butter worker and 
market tubs.

soon as they sufficiently matured, ills bulletins 
on this subject have aet flu*mg toward him a 
tide of letters six hundred btrong per diem, all 
begging for plants aud instructions, “ in ail this," 
the New York Journal of Commerce claims that 
“ thenew commissioner proves himself a friend 
of home lndustr} and desirous to please, but ha 
Is trying nothing now." The Journal taye: 
“The business of tea growing in America has 
been tested thoroughly for many years, ana it has 
failed. Any one interested in this out-of-the- 
way subject should consult the patcnr office re­ 
ports from 1*48 to 1859; in which Dr. Junius 
borith describes clrcumrtantiaily hts experiments 
at Greenville, b. C. Tea culture was tried In 
California previous to 1872 on soil and in a cli­ 
mate analogous to those of China, and was sup­ 
erintended by a man who had practically mas­ 
tered it in Japan; but wherever introduced it 
was not satisfactory. About 1874 a tea mania 
broke out in some of the southern states, and the 
agricultural department kindly distributed thou­ 
sands of the plants, and these were bet out In lo­ 
calities said to resemble in all outward respects 
the tea country of the Ce.cstials.
